Aims and objectives of party, as 
set out in the "National Renaissance Bulletin", official publication of the 
party, are to establish a white Christian America and promote the ideas of 
America first And racial nationalism which entails suppression of Communism 
and Zionism. The party program has been iaplimemted by the distribution of 
•National Renaissance Bulletins" monthly, holding weekly public street 
meetings in NYC, and attempting to organize other nationalistic groups into 
a powerful political bloc for the advanceswnt of these principles*

A. ORIGIN. SCOPE AiSTD GENERAL ACTIVITIES OF T1 


Confidential Informant ! [ of knen reliability, advised 
in July, 1953, that the NRP was originated in 19il3 by JAMES H^r^OOI.L; and ^ 
has been functioning as such ever since. He said that k'ATXDlJwus maintained 
leadership of the party and that he. is the motivating force hi all of its 
activities, v^his informant said that jAADOLE had formed a group called 
Youth for America while he was attending Beacon High School, at Beacon, New 
York in 191*6, and that he carried over the ideas and organization of that 
group to form the NRP. Informant stated that he believes the NRP is 
restricted to the New York area, although he says that efforts have been made 
to organize other groups from time to time in such cities as Atlanta, Los 
Angeles, Philadelphia, Payton, Louisville and Chicago. Ho said that this fact 
had been publicized in past issues of the party publication, the "Rational 
Renaissance Bulletin". 


|_| stated that MADOLE has gathered a group of pro-German, 

anti-Semitic radicals into this party, some of whom .have been active for years 
in other pro-C-erman organizations in the Yorkville Section of Pew York City. 

He further stated that although the party literature carries the address 22h t 
East Main Street, Beacon, New York, which is the residence of MADOLE and his v 
mother, that there actually is no party headquarters, and that they rent 
various places in Yorkville for their meetings or hold them on street corners. 


| | concluded that although it appears that the NRP is 

solely a Hew York City organization being used to spread pro-German, anti- 
Semitic propaganda, it is his belief that the NIL* could be part of a large 
world-wide plan to discredit the present Gorman government and hinder the 
United States State Department in its plans for unification of Western Europe 


Confidential Informant | | of unknown reliability, advised 

in April, 195>3, that he did not know when the NRP came into existence nor did 
he know anything of the facts surrounding the origin of the. party. He did state 
however, that while the NRP is ostensibly nationalistic in scope, the only 
activity of the organization is centered in the state of New York. He stated 




the NRP lias its headquarters in New York City, is a loosely formed group, 
is opposed to Communism, the present government of "festem Germany, the 
present United States government, and is anti-Semitic and pro-Nazi. 

Concerning the actual headquarters of the NRP, n stated 
he believed the group used a private hall at lo? East 36th Street, Nezr York 
City, for all meetings and rallies of a publi c and semi-public nature. 
Concerning other possible headquarters. I I stated it was his understanding 
that the NRP had s ome s ort of a pormanent office at 22k East Main Street, 
Beacon, New York. | | stated lie did not know the significance of the ITRP 

office in Beacon, New York, but believed it to be the headquarters for 
the printing and distribution of the NRP literature. 


This informant revealed that in addition to the afore 
mentioned addressesj thevNPdP also meets on a frequent basis at ttfa^ftt.

The 
informant stated the members of the N RP al ways excuse Germany and the Nazi 
Party of any blame for orId ’Tar II. | 1 stated the members of the NRP 

believe that the alliance of the United States during ’.Vorid ’7ar II should 
have been with Germany and against the Soviet Union. 


A The "Now York Compass" dated November 20, 19b^ carried . 

a story under the headline "He ’.ants to be hiehrer", by UARJYj^wTDE'ISON, which 
sets out the origin of the NRP and background information oir iMDOLE. This story

"This is a story of a young man who dreams of being America's 
Fuehrer, who is trying now to unite all the anti-Semitic, nationalist and 
racist groups in the East behind him. This is the story of how he lives, 
how he ’works, and how he got that ’flay. 


"Newspapers recently carried accounts of a swaggering, 
brown shirted JANES H. HiDOLE, leader of the h-azi-like National Renaissance 
Party, claiming before a Philadelphia audience that he helped organize 
the riots at the PAUL ROBESON Peekskill Concerts. He reportedly said, 

*1 was very proud to have had a part in organizing it. It ’was 3,000 veterans 
against 12,000 Jews and 3,000 veterans against 12,000 Jeivs is enough.' 


"MAPOLE^issured me stiffly that he was the leader of the 
National Renaissance Party which he said stood for govomment by the 'intellcc 
tual elite'. 


"When I brought up the Peekskill riots he seemed -both. • •. 
frightened and proud., I said the papers had reported that he claimed in 
Philadelphia to have helped organize the riots, was that true? 'Tell a few 
of our fellows (members of the National Renaissance Party) may have been there 
but I can't make any definite quote on that'. 


"Later he gave me a different version of her.? he came to 
claim credit for th^riot violence. He said it was all HcNY r, T,u'P'S fault, 
meaning "TLLTAH Np^cNAPJA rr D, head of the fascist "ationalist Action League 
of Philadelphia, whom NADOLE recently made Pennsylvania director .of his 
National Renaissance Party. 


"HADOLE says his NRP is derived from 'animism.', a philosophy 
he developed himself which is baspd on 'values of individual personality, 
private enterprise, and government by the intellectual elite.' He attacks 
democracy as 'rule by the ignorant mass' and rejects the'liberal democratic 
line] which he calls 'the general idea of breaking down all forms of racial 
pride and the general idea of mongrel!zation of the races.'

"liADOLE uses the T.\ S. mails to distribute anti-Semitic 
and nationalist tracts, bundles of which he receives from various nationalists 
for resale'. Some' of the material ho imports from Sweden and other foreign 
poivers."

1953, stated that there never lias been any set up of officers for the URP 
but that HAGGLE has appeared to be in complete control during the party's 
activities. .He said that from time to time HAGGLE has allied himself 
with other persons whose advice he accepted and who may have had various 
titles, but there have been very frequent changes among these advisors as 
disagreements arose over the party's policies. 
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| | said that HA.DOLE has appeare/a^all the meetings which 

haYe eYer been held b :r the NRP as its principal speaker,and whereas others 
have come in from time to time as speakers, he always appeared to be in 
complete charge of the,meetings. This informant also pointed out that all 
literature distributed by theHRP carries MADOLE'S name and home address and 
many of the articles in thg^ff^atipnal Renaissance Bulletin" are attributed 
to him. This infomant said that IfclDOLE appears to be a rabid fascist who 
imagines himself to be a fuehrer. He stated that HA.BOLE has expressed a 
bitter hatred of the Jewish race and that this hatred has carried over into 
becoming one of the primary tenets of the party. He said that ?-YB0LE has 
never worked very long at any job but has spent most of his time working 
for the party and is probably supported by his mother* 

□ stated that he knew very little concerning MAUOLE 
other than he was allegedly head of the NRT in Beacon, New York. He said 
that during his brief acquaintance with MANGLE he came to know him as a 
fanatic believer in Nazism, evide nced bv his conversations concerning 
Nazi Germany and the Nazi Party. □ stated that he could not recall, however, 
any specific statement made by MADOLE indicating his adherence to the Nazi 
form of government. 

Confidential Informant | | of unknown reliability, stated 

in July, 1953 that HAUOLE was a very radical fascist who believed that 
HITLER was the greatest man who ever lived. He said that KADOLE was also 
violently anti-Semitic and expressed the idea that all Jews in the United 
States should be killed.

I I said that Y;EISS had often boasted that he had sources 
of information in political groups and law enforcement agencies in the United 
States but that he did not elaborate on this statement or identify any 
of his sources of information.

The informant said that VIEEEOr 
is active at the present time in coun selling the young er organizers of the 
fascist groups, such as JAMES RIPPLE, | fc nd l ~~] 

This informant said that VTEPECK frequently has meeting at his hotel'which 
are attended by members of the pro-German organizations in Hew York City. 

He said that MADOLE has sought advice from VTERECK on many occasions and that 
because of VIEPECK 1 S reputation and experience, M’.POLE is inclined to do 
most anything that VTERECK advises. 


It is to be noted that GEORGE 3YLVESTCR VTERECK was a 
defendant charged with sedition and tried in the United States District Court, 
District of Columbia, but this action was dismissed in June of 19U7. VTERECK 
vas convicted in Fedoral Court, District of Columbia in 19U2 for violating 
the 1^38 Foreign Registration Act and was sentenced to serve from two to 
six years in the Federal Penitentiary and was fined A500 on each of three 
counts. This conviction was reversed by the Supreme Court of the United 
States on March 1, 19U3 and VTERECK was later re-indicted. At the second 
trial he was convicted June 16, 19U3, receiving a sentence of from two to 
ten months on each of six counts, sentence to run consecutively. VTERECK 
entered Atlanta Prison on October 13, 19^3 to serve a term of 60 months. 

| | stated that VTERECK is employed as a writer and 

described VTERECK as a pro-Nazi who previously served a sentence in the 
Federal Penitentiary for subversive activity on behalf of the Nazis. He said 
that VTERECK had been present at several meetings held during 1952 at '.EISC' 
farm in Miidleborough. New York, where other leaders of the NRP were present.

He stated that the NRP had been holding street 
meetings for the past few months in Yorltville and the general 
tenor of its activities is anti-Semitic and pro-Fascist. He 
said that whereas formerly the NRP had been controlled by 
JAMES MADOLE and had been regarded as a purely Fascist-type 
organization, that within recent months a new element 
appeared to be rising to exert control over the party's 
activities. He stated the first indication of this was in 
December 1952 when FREDERICK WEISS, who does a great deal of 
the writing for the New Renaissance Bulletin and whom the 
informant described as the hub of neo-Nazi activity in the 
United States and the hidden power behind the NRP, began to 
definitely soft pedal his anti-Communist writings. 

This informant stated that he believed WEISS was 
in contact with certain Russians about this time and may 
have accepted money from them in connection with his writings 
He said, however, he did not know anything specific about 
these contacts but that WEISS had told him of them. The 
informant said he did believe that some of WEISS;,' writings 
had been composed by a man named FRANC IS_.PARKEY and 
that these writings seemed to favor' the Soviet" viewpoint to 
some extont although they did not come out In favor of 
Communism as such. 


The informant stated that YOCKEY is the type of 
person who v/ould take support from anySntf including the 
Communists in the belief'that any support that might advance 
the cause of national socialism should be accepted. The 
informant said that YpCKEY presently is in Europe, but he 
believes that YOCKEY continues to send articles to WEISS 
which are publisKeUrunder WEISS* name. 


Indicated to him that he also had been cognizant; ox a 
pro-Russian attitude in the activities of the NRP and that he 
believed that this was emanating from.YOCKEY, whom he said 
holds the extraordinary view that it would be better for 
Europe to be dominated by Russia rather than America.

FREDERICK W EISS 

I I stated that WEISS continues to support the NRP 
from behind the scenes and still exercises almost complete 
control over MADOLE and tho party*s activities. He said that 
WEISS recently has become very provoked at the manner in which 
MADOLE has handled certain situations and has threatened on 
numerous occasions to i\ r ithdraw his financial support from the 
NRP, but the informant Believes that this is merely talk and 
WEISS will continue to support MADOLE, 

I I stated that WEISS is the key figure behind the 
NRP, a3 well as other neo-Nazi organizations. He said he 
believes that without WEISS * support, which he estimates to 
be about one half, the NRP would collapse.

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ACTION TAKEN TO IMPLEMENT TIE PROGRAM OF THE NRP 


| | stated that the NRP held public street meetings 

on Friday evenings at eight o'clock during the summer of 1953* 

He said that most of these meetings were held at 88th Street 
and York Avenue and that they had been held continuously 
until October 16, 1953* except for several weeks in August 
when either rain or MADOLE'S absence from the city had caused 
their cancellation. 

He said that these meetings were usually attended 
by some 50 to 100 persons. He said that a police detail was 
assigned to cover these meetings and for the most part kept 
very good order and did not allow the crowd to interfere with 
the NRP spealcors. 

| | stated that the most sensational aspect of these 

meetings was the appearance of five or ten young men dressed 
to simulate German Storm Troopers. He said they wore black 
shirts, black pants, and black boots with peaked' caps and 
the red emblem of the NRP on their arms. He said that at 
several meetings several young girls had appeared in similar 
uniforms and were called the Women's Elite Guard. The informant 
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said that theao uniforms particularly tended to incite the 
crowd and that several weeks ago the police had told the 
members of the NRP that they could no longer wear them at the 
meetings. 

I I further stated that MADOLE had announced at the 
meeting on October 16, 1953* that no more outdoor meetings 
would be held* At this time a pamphlet was passed out 
indicating a meeting scheduled at the Slovak House, 2l|l East 
75 Street, Hew York City, on October 21, 1953* The informant 
stated that the people who owned this meeting hall, upon 
finding out what typo of organization the NRP was, would not 
allow it to use their meeting hall and so no meeting was held. 
He stated that MADOLE and others of the NRP have been 
attempting to find a place for their indoor meetings but have 
not as yet been successful, inasmuch as their activities are 
fairly well known in New York and no one is willing to allow 
them the use of a meeting hall.

We will attempt now to show why all this HAD 
to comfc; why it HAD to happen . . . , because 
we let it happen-; how we tried to adhere to this 
or that, but NOT to the necessary .... and why 
now we are confronted with the nothing: with our 
final abdication from the. political platform! For,, 
what the individual will not do. Fate (and what 
a Fate) Wll do with himl . , . 

. “Historical" man is the man of. Culture, that is 
in full march towards self-fulfillment. Before this, 
after this, outside of this, man is historyless, and 
the destinies of the people to which he belongs 
matter as little as the earth's destiny matters when 
the plan of attention is the astronomical and hot the 
geological. • * : 

' '' Culture, is the being of nations in state-form. A 
nation, a. living and struggling unit flowing in the 
Stream of history, possesses above all a State as an 
Idea. .Even^ver-y-lovdy animal genera, not-te-spcal: 
of ants,, bees, migrating birds, beavers, etc., have 
"constitution?" of some soft. 

Peopl es as States are the real forces of all 
human happenings; they are destiny. Every State 
that emerges in history exists as it is but once and 
for a moment; the next moment it has, impercepti¬ 
bly, undergone a mutation, whatever the rigidity 
of its legal constitution. The systematically planned 
State of the theorist will ever contrast with the 
State of actuality. FOR NO REAL CONSTITU¬ 
TION, WHEN TAKEN BY ITSELF AND COM¬ 
MITTED TO PAPER AS A SYSTEM IS COM¬ 
PLETE. The description of a State or its consti¬ 
tutional archives cannot give us even the silhouette 
of that which underlies the living actuality- of a 
State as its essential form. For the unwritten, that 


is the indescribable, yet so usual, so readily felt, so 
self evident, by far outweighs everything else. If 
we seriously subject an existence-unit of history to 
the constraint of a written constitution,' and then 
critically fix our eyes upon its form, we soon find 
out thrit it is no longer "in condition" to wrestle 
successfully in arid with history. This holds equally 
true for the smallest as foT the largest unit in the 
stream of history, for a family as well as for a 
nation. . , * 

However different their ideas of a State was 
from the concept of their forefathers.. the idea 
which underlaid the historical manifestation of our 
Founding Fathers, they had to act consciously or 
unconsciously under the spell of the culture of their 
ancestors. For their soul would not let’ them do 
otherwise. They responded to the spell of the same 
culture which had produced the peoples of Europe, 
but not of a culture which had been produced by 
these peoples. '* ' 

And so our Nation was born, not merely by a 
strong common spiritual feeling of our people, and 
certainly not through an already existing linguistic 
or political, or zoological bond, but mainly through 
an IDEA of our spiritual Elite which had to act 
under the spell of a Western culture. 

But what has become of this Constitution? In 
this Hour of Decision the destiny question for us. all 
now is whether our State exists in the effectiveness 
of the spirit of our constitution, not in the moral of 
an impractical dreamer and Brotherhood-babbler, 
but in the steadiness, sureness and superiority of 
political leadership, or whether the strength of our 
constitutional leadership has been shattered and our 
nation has already become the victim of an alien 
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policy . . . forever. The question is, whether our 
leaders' responsibility is still above all to a minority, 
to our spiritual Elite, that possesses the instinct of 
statesmanship and represents our Nation in the true 
spirit of our constitution — or whether our “leaders'' 
feel themselves responsible to another minority in 
our midst: To those spiritual members of an inter¬ 
national, boundless and landless Jewish Consensus, 
to those Jewish subjects of an alien nation, whose 
nation-consciousness, derived from a particular and 
defined world-feeling, is entirely different from ours 
as we have seen before. 

Over the last six millenia and up to this day 
the savants of the Consensus shaped their nation's 
fate by feeling for, and ascertaining, the general 
conviction of their associates, which could not err 
because the mind of God and the mind of the com¬ 
munity are the same . . while we. nations and 

individuals alike, sought to shape our future, each 
for himself, and fought one another, nay annihilated 
one another! 

So long as the world powers were without ex¬ 
ception European powers, so long as these powers 
fought one another, sometimes over miserable 
scraps of land; so long as our own coal, industry, 
bank and bourse element fought our settler and 
planter element in the South, the members of the 
Consensus could not possibly understand the pas¬ 
sion with which we Westerners livingly experienced 
the decisive turns of our history and destiny. For 
them all this lay thirty generations back. 

But thingB changed fundamentally when with 
the beginning of our century the VISIBLE decay of 
one Western state after another set in; when with 
the disappearance of "Staatshoheit", the repressive 
force of one state after another in Europe vanished, 
when we so crowned our suicidal effort and obliged 
the Consensus by tearing down what centuries had 
•built up. That was the time when the savants oj 
the elect knew that their hour had come. At least 
25 years before our deplorable statesmen could see 
it, the Consensus began to comprehend that with 
our entry upon the age of world wars the transition 
from the eighteenth century world of states to the 
unperium mundi had set in. Even today our "lead¬ 
ers have not realized this hard fact. For how 
otherwise could be explained their state-destToying 
wish for universal Brotherhood'" by abdicating in 
favor of a supernational government? 

After the Consensus in launching against all 
of us a Yellow-Brown-Black offensive under a Red 
leadership, after stirring up a class war from below 
and a race war from without, after his "'glorious 
recapture of Jerusalem, can we now only assume 
that this alien nation is willing to renounce her as¬ 


piration for world domination or give up the desire 
to fulfill her mission? Are we really to believe that, 
because a few members of the upper stratum of 
ths elect have lost every kind of inward cohesion, 
the Consensus will regionally fall into parts or will¬ 
ingly give up his worldwide cohesion; once our 
famous U.N. will declare Universal Peace, once 
our own world pacifists and Brotherhood-babblers, 
our theorists and professors, our Utopians and hu¬ 
manists. our law-makers and shoe-makers, will have 
signed away our historic rights and our freedom? 

Once on this globe we all have become brethren, 
will the Consensus give up the accomplishment of 
the task that in its belief historic necessity hat set! 
for him? Would not Universal-Brotherhood pre¬ 
suppose the absurd assumption that Yahweh, in or¬ 
der to become Jesus' benign and Heavenly Father of 
all humanity, undergoes a sudden and extraordin¬ 
ary transformation? That wrathful, irascible, un¬ 
forgiving God of our Jewish brethren; that Yahweh 
from whom the elect expects that "he crushes the 
unrighteous. . . that he lay waste the country of 
the unbelievers. . . that he destroys — with a rod 
of iron their being. . . that he breaks their pride 
like a potters' vessel. . . that he makes nations flee 
before him at his threatening. . . that he will gather 
hiB "holy people and rule over them in righteoue- 
ness- . ."' that neither settler nor stranger shall dwell 
among them (in Palestine!). . . that, so long as 
rney serve him, he will hold the Gentiles in yoke.” 

(—Psalm of Solomon., Ps. 17) 

Does anybody believe in such an absurd trans¬ 
mutation? Will the majority of the elect follow the 
small minority, the stubborn and zealous few, and 
reurn to the “Israeli homeland" and leave us in 
peace? When, on the other hand, history teaches 
us how in the "Exile." this alien nation increased 
enormously beyond the old small clan limits, when 
she destroyed the political power of one after the 
other of her host peoples by manipulating at will 
their economic potentialities, when the dispersed 
majority turned so successfully to "conversions'" as 
the ofly form of conquest open to a landless na¬ 
tion? Do we not have tight here the best proof 
of the immense aggressive power of this "conver¬ 
sion?" When we can daily witness how the Con¬ 
sensus succeeds in the more and more radical polit¬ 
ical elimination of our own spiritual Elite, of those 
few who alone would still be able to find their way 
from thinking in terms of party lines to thinking in 
terms of statesmanship ? The more radical this elinv 
intion, the more completely is our electoral mass 
delivered by their party leaders into the hands of 
the Consensus. 

And so with that the Consensus has now suc¬ 
ceeded in changing the name of our Republic to 
the finest sounding of all, freedom and democracy. 


but in reality it has turned it over to the worst thing 
of all, to the mob, ruled by the Consensus. Yet, 
not satisfied with their "remodeling” job over here, 
our wire-pullers now even FORCE us to impose 
their "paradise" of a State upon our brother nations 
and to reject every refusal of acceptance with the 
warning: "UND WILLST DU NICHT MEIN BRUD- 
ER SE1N, SO SCHLAG JCH DIR DEN SCHAE- 
DEL EIN"! 

But what are the upper strata of our society and 
our "leaders" doing to stem this progressive Bol* 
shevization of our masses? Where is the opposition 
of graded social structure against our town-masses, 
of tradition against mob-rule, of the higher existence 
of the few against the lower of mass-labor, when at 
best we can see only our Me-Too-Politicians seeking 
In vain a conciliatory middle course against the 
radical tendencies of our misguided masses. As if 
this radical age would permit compromises! An if 
this will to the middle way was nothing else but the 
senile wish for peace at any price, even the price 
of our liberty I Can we discern as yet any other 
focus of resistance against this diabolically organ¬ 
ized mob-rule? Is this revolution not striding un¬ 


checked towards its ultimate decision with the his¬ 
torical recklessness of a terrible destiny to which we 
and all the other white peoples must inevitably 
succumb. . . if not checked by a handful of thor¬ 
oughbreds, by some individuals who make history? 
Or are we waiting with our counter-measures for a 
real "emergency”, for the day, that is, when the 
Consensus will have succeeded in its effort to join 
physically the forces of class war from within with 
those of race war from without? Neither of these 
two Revolutions will disdain the aid of the other 
because it despises its supporters, for a common 
hatred against the white man extinguishes their 
mutual contempt. 

Can we for one moment doubt that this planned 
joining of these forces would have been accom¬ 
plished long ago had it not been for a temporary 
miscarriage of the Master Plan I When with the 
appearance'of 'the 'Red FascisT't'IT - Stalin and - the 
"abdication” of Trotzky, the Consensus’ State with¬ 
in the Red State had to go more and more under¬ 
ground, when Marxian Bolshevism retreated before 
the furor of an Asiatic "Horde”, led by a new 
Ghengis Khan. 


Eisenhower Has Betrayed The American People

The political actions of the Eisenhower Admin¬ 
istration, during its first year in office, prove con¬ 
clusively that the Republican Party is following in 
the footsteps of that clique of pro-Communist Jew¬ 
ish radicals known as the "Truman Gang".

tration. The second guiding light behind the Eisen¬ 
hower Gang is that modern rendition of the Medi 
eval Court Jew, Bernard M. Baruch. Benue's job 
is to supply the brains for our golf playing tourist 
of choice American vacation spots, who occasion¬ 
ally inhabits the White House. Eisenhower's Cab¬ 
inet looks like the “Home For Old Israel" with such 


kosher Americans as Lewis L. Strauss, a Jewish 
Kuhn-Loeb banker, as boss of our Atomic Energy 
Commission, Freda Hennock and Sammie Groner 
as Commissars of the Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission and Maxie Rabb as his White House As¬ 
sistant, Eisenhower's regime will perpetuate the 
internationalist squandering of our manpower and 
resources so successfully begun by Roosevelt over 
——twenty years ago. --- 

American democracy can still be accurately 
defined as, "government of the Jews, by the Jews, 
and for the Jews". Thus, in all nations, the Jewish 
Capitalists on the right and the Jewish Communists. 
Socialists and Liberals on the left have worked as 
a revolutionary unit to promote Jewish aims and 
ambitions at the expense of the overwhelming 
Gentile majority. Thus it was the leading Jewish 
Capitalists like the Warburgs, Schiffs and Monds 
who put up 20 million dollars to finance the osten¬ 
sibly anti-Capitalist Red Revolution in Czarist Rus¬ 
sia.

The Jewish Commissars of 
the Kremlin are just as fiendish as their Zionist co- 
raciais in Palestine, where the tortured screams of 
Arab women and children cry out to high heaven 
for vengeance. 

The names of Roosevelt, Truman and Eisen¬ 
hower will rank in historical infamy with that of 
Judas Iscariot, the unfaithful apostle who sold 
Christ to the Jews for thirty pieces of silver. These 
American political hacks, the standard bearers of 
"word-brotherhood", have sold 160,000,000 Amer¬ 
icans into slavery to the descendants of the very 
same Jews who purchased Jesus Christ at a much 
more nominal fee. How our Jewish comrades must 
have rubbed their hands in unholy glee as the 
decrepid Eisenhower parroted the speech which 
their ghost writers had prepared, turning American 
atomic energy know-how over to the motley assort¬ 
ment of African cannibals, Asiatic ancestor wor¬ 
shippers and East Side Kikes which comprise- the 
intellectual dung heap known to our apostles of 
"human brotherhood" as the United Nations. Eis¬ 
enhowers attack on the activities of the heroic 
Senator McCarthy were motivated by the same 
anti-Christian sources. 

In the January, 1953 edition of the National 
Renaissance Bulletin, Mr. Frederick Weiss analyzed 
Eisenhower's Inaugural Address as follows: 


"Eisenhower’s purpose in everything is to act¬ 
ualize United Nations world domination. Eisen¬ 
hower dares not abandon this purpose, even if he 
could. He is reminded of this objective daily by 
the same crew of aliens who controlled the policies 
of Truman and Roosevelt, who demand that Amer¬ 
ican troops fight under the hybrid rag of the United 
Nations rather than under Old Glory, and who 
have contempt for all national and racial pride.” 

"The worst aspect of Eisenhower's speech is 
the constant anti-American undertone.

There must be a United 
Nations world-empire which will be controlled by 
the small group of cosmopolitan aliens in New York 
City, who now sit in the great glass building and 
play at being God." 

"There are two kinds of enemies which a nation 
may have: inner enemies and outer enemies. The 
inner enemy is far more dangerous, since he mas¬ 
querades as a loyal patriot, but, in effect, he is an 
alien. One traitor within the' fortress is more dan¬ 
gerous than a hundred divisions without. This 
makes Eisenhower, the man who places the inter¬ 
ests of the United Nations ahead of the interests 
of the United States, the outstanding inner enemy 
of America." * 

Compare these statements of a year ago with 
present day facts. 
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"More than thirty years have now passed since 
in 1914 1 made my modest contribution as a volun- 
teer in t he Fi rst W orld War , which was forced upon 
the Reich." 

In these three decades I have been actuated 
solely by love and loyalty to my people. It is untrue 
that I, or anyone else in, Germany, wanted the war 
in 1939. It was desired and instigated solely by those 
international statesmen who were either of Jewish 
descent or worked for Jewish interests. I have made 
too many offers for the control and limitation of 
armaments, which posterity will not for all time be 
able to disregard, for the responsibility for the out¬ 


break of this war to be laid on me. I have further 
never washed that, after the fatal First World War, 
a second against England or against America, 
should break out. Centuries will pass away, but out 
of the ruins of our towns and monuments hatred will 
grow against those finally responsible tor every¬ 
thing,, international Jewry, and its helpers. I have 
also made it plain that, if the nations of Europe are 
again to be regarded as mere shares to be bought 
and sold by those international Conspirators in 
money and finance, then that race, Jewry, which is 
the real criminal of this murderous struggle, will be 
saddled with the responsibility." Adolf Hitler's Last 
Politidal Testament—April 29, 1945. 


ADOLF HITLER, THE GEORGE WASHINGTON OF EUROPE

In May, 1945 the Jewish vultures plunged low 
over the prostrate ruins of Nazi Germany as hordes 
of Jewish bureaucrats from Washington fought for 
the cultural and military spoils of Central Europe. 
Beautiful cultural centers like Berlin, Cologne and 
Dresden had been reduced to smoking ask heaps, 
their—civilian population- converted- mto- screaming— 
human torches as a result ol the. phosphorus bombs 
dropped from the bombing squadrons of Jewry's 
American errand boys in Europe. Our Twentieth 
Century liberal democrats and apostles of brotherly 
love laughed when thousands of lovely German and 
Austrian girls were dragged from their mother's 
arms by lustful Red savages from the steppes of 
Asia and by panting Senegalese Negroes, hired as 
mercenaries by our Frendh Allies. Captured German 
soldiers were used for homosexual purposes by 
these same Senegalese savages during the North 
African campaign. A wave of suicides syphilis and 
illegitimate mulatto children swept Central Europe 


while the Jewish Occupational Officers led by Eisen¬ 
hower gloated with the report of each new outrage. 

In a final burst of savagery and hatred the Jews 
manipulated the legalized torture and murder of 
Germany's top military, political and economic 
leadership at the infamous N uremb erg Trials. This 
trumped up infamy will live in history as a black 
smirch on the records of American justice. Despite 
the inhuman hardships and cruelties inflicted upon 
them, the German people remained loyal to the 
memory of fheir heroic Chancellor, Adolf Hitler. Only 
a few aowards and traitors joined hands with 
Jewry’s political puppet, Konrad Adenauer. 

We have on record the last words of seven 
German soldiers hung at Landsberg Prison by the 
Jewish Occupational Authorities. They were guilty 
of two great crimes, love of country and racial pride. 
The young hero of the American Revolution, Nathan 
Hale, when captured by the British was offered his 








life in exchange for vital military information. His 
immortal reply wb* ' regret that ..I have, but one 
life to give for my country. - ' Compare this statement 
with the final words of German soldier Wemer 
Braune spoken at the foot of the gallows 

"Germans! Obedience and faithfulness to my 
supreme chief of state brought me under the gal¬ 
lows. I cannot regret my obedience. In place of 
being shot at the front by comrades, I deem it to be 
more honest to be killed at the gallows by the hands 
of the enemy. My love was devoted to my people. 
My struggle was for truth and justice. My last idea 
is Germany. My last greeting is for my brave wife, 
nly dhildren, iny old parents, my beloved brother 
ahd all my relations and friends. My last prayer is; 
God, forgive my murderers." 

Despite the horrore of rape, famine and legaliz¬ 
ed murder the German people dug out from the 
ruins and commenced the hard and arduous task of 
reconstruction. The militiant Fascist spirit awaited 
only the exit of Allied occupational forces before 
taking the reins of powder from the feeble puppets 
of Western Democracy known as Konrad Adenauer 
in Germany and Alcide de Gas peri in Italy. To 
understand the revival of European Fasism in post¬ 
war Europe requires a basic understanding of the 
beauty and glory essentially inherent in Fascist phil¬ 
osophy as compared to the deoadent democracy of 
Western Europe which serves as a media for the 
eclonomic and political exploitation of the Gentile 
masses by the Jewish Race. 

The two political titans of Twentieth Century 
Fascism were Benito Mussolini and Adolf Hitler. 
These two men created a political and economic 
. ph ilosophy which swept the mental shackles of Jew¬ 
ish Bolshevism from the minds of untold millions of 
European workers, intellectuals and shopkeepers. 
These two men created order out of chaos and pre¬ 
vented the final extinction of Western Civilization at 
the hands of a barbarian Asiatic horde led by the 
Jewish Commissars of the Kremlin. When his liberal 
critics referred to him as "a ruthless totalitarian dic¬ 
tator," Mussolini replied ob follows: 

"In what consists the Liberalism which today 
inspires all the enemies of Fascism? Does liberalism 
stand for universal suffrage and such conceptions? 
Does it mean keeping Parliament permanently sitting 
so that it may continue to present the ignoble spect¬ 


acle which has evoked general disgust? Does it, in 
the name of. Liberty, allow the minority to destroy 
the freedom of the majority? Does it mean making 
way for those who declare their hostility to the State 
and who are working actively to destroy it? Is this 
Liberalism? Well, if this be Liberalism, it is a theory 
and practice of surrender and ruin. Liberty is not an 
end, it is a means. As a means it needs to be con¬ 
trolled and dominated. Here we come to the quest¬ 
ion of forcel" 

"I beg my friends the Liberals to tell me if ever 
in all history there was a Government which was 
based exclusively upon the consent of the people 
and which was ready to dispense altogether with 
the use of force. There has never been and never 
will be such a Government. The consent of the 
people is as mutable as the sands of the Beashore. 
The consent of the people is never permanent. There 
never was a Government that made all the governed 
happy. And granted this fact, however far-seeing 
the Government may be, there must always be 
malcontents, how shall you prevent their feelings 
from growing and from becoming a danger to the 
State? You must have recourse to force." 

"Now Fascism throws the noxious theories of so- 
called Liberalism upon the rubbish heap. The truth, 
manifest to all whose eyes are not blinded by dog¬ 
matism, is that men are tired of liberty. They have 
had an orgy of it. Liberty today is no longer the 
chaste and severe virgin tor whom fought and died 
the soldiers of World War 1. For the youths of today, 
intrepid, eager, stem, who envisage the dawn of a 
new era, there are words which excercise a more 
potent fascination and these words are: Order, 
Hierarchy, Discipline.. . " 

The cofl apse of the Imperial German Army In 
1918 was brought about by the great munitions 
strike formented by Communist Jews in control of the 
well organized German Trade Union Movement. The 
most prominent Of these Jewish leaders were Rosa 
Luxemburg and Kurt Eisner, These Jewish labor 
leaders, assisted by a host of "liberal" Jewish journ¬ 
alists and professional Red revolutionists, were seek¬ 
ing to creat a Soviet Germany to act as a buffer 
state for Lenin's newly created Soviet Russia which 
had been established in 1917. The attempted Red 
Revolution in Germany failed due to the heroic 
efforts of Adolf Hitler and the National Socialist 
Party. 


In September, 1928, Adolf Hitler spoke to his 
party leaders in Munich. The problems confronting 
Germany in 1928 were similar to the problems fac¬ 
ing America in 1953. In order to save Germany from 
financial and moral collapse. Hitler postulated the 
following program: 

"In the first place our people must be delivered 
from the hopeless confusion of international convic¬ 
tions and educated consciously and systematically 
to fanatical Nationalism .. . Second, in so far as we 
educate the people to fight against the delirium of 
democracy and bring it again to the recognition of 
the necessity of authority and leadership, we tear 
it away from the nonsense of parliament arianism. 
Third, insofar as we d elive r th e people from the at¬ 
mosphere ol pitiable belief in possibilities which lie 
outside the bounds of one's own strength—such as 
the belief in reconciliation, understanding, world 
peace, the League Of Nations, and international 
solidarity^—we destroy these ideas. There is only one 
right in the world and ;that right is one's own 
strength." 

Thus Hitler explained to his people the futility of 
seeking international cooperation with those nations 
which were bent on exploring a defeated and 
occupied Reich. How could there be reconciliation 
and friendship with a French government whose 
troops occupied the key German industrial areas of 
the Saar Basin and Rhineland? Could there be inter¬ 
national solidarity with an England who had jealous¬ 
ly stripped Germany of her African colonies and 
overseas trade? Only strong nations can afford to 
bargain in the great game of power politics. Hence 
Hitler's primary goal was the creation of a strong, 
independent, self confident Germany. 

The racial philosophy ol the Nazi Movement 
was completely at variance with the doctrines of 
liberal democracy, which had emerged from the 
Red ghettoes of Eastern Europe and the Masonic 
Lodges of Frcmde at the time of the bloody French 
Revolution. Liberal democracy was based on the 
mythical claims of racial, individual and economic 
equality laid down by such Jewish intellectuals as 
Adam Weisshaupt, founder of the semi-mystical 
Illuminati Society and spiritual mentor of the French 
Revolution and Karl Marx, the author of the Red 
Bible/'Das Kapital, .and founder of World Commun¬ 
ism. This democratic doctrine of universal equality 
was used by its spiritual founders, the Jewish Race, 
to break down the racial and national pride of the 


culturally dominant Aryan Race. The Jew, like the 
Biblical serpent tempting Eve in the Garden Of Eden, 
seeks to lure the Aryan Race into polluting its pure 
blood and creative ingenuity by mixing sexually 
with Zulu Hottentots and Asiatic ancestor worship¬ 
pers. Hitler spoke as follows concerning the National 
Socialist conception of race: 

"National Socialism takes as the starting point 
of its views and its decisions neither the individual 
nor humanity. It puts condously into the central 
point of its whole thinking, the Race. This Race is for 
us a blood-conditioned entity in which we see the 
God-willed building stone of human society. The 
individual is transitory, the Race is permanent. If the 
Liberal viewpoint in its deification of the single in- 

-dividual must lead to the destruction-of-the racial- 

community, National Socialism, on the other hand, 
desires to safeguard the Race, if necessary even at 
the expense of the individual It is essential that the 
individual should slowly come to realize that his own 
ego is unimportant when compared with the exist¬ 
ence of the whole people .. . Above all we must real 
ize that the freedom of the mind and will of a whole 
nation are to be valved more highly than the individ¬ 
ual's freedom of mind and will." 

The National Socialist Party took power in 1933 
and inaugurated the most rapid economic recovery 
program in European history. Vast public housing 
and road building projects were undertaken success¬ 
fully. American soldiers returning from occupied 
Germany have remarked about the high standard 
of living and cleanliness prevalent in German towns 
and cities under the Hitler regime, How was it pos¬ 
sible for the Nazi Party to raise Germany from the 
depths of financial ruin to the heights of economic 
„ prosperity in three short years? This problem was 
solved by subs tituting the productive capacity ol the 
German worker for the Capitalist inspired Gold 
Standard. Hitler explained it to the German workers 
of Berlin on December 10, 1940, as follows: 

“The German capacity for work is our gold 
and our capital, and with this gold I can compete 
successfully with any power in the world . . . My 
whole economic system has been built upon the 
conception of work. We have solved our problems 
while, amazingly enough, the capitalist countries 
and their currencies have suffered bankruptcy. 
Sterling can find no market today . . But our. Reichs¬ 
mark, which is backed by no gold, has remained 
stable. Why? It has no gold cover, it is backed by 
you and your work . . . German currency, with no 


gold coverage, is worth more today than gold itself. 

It signifies unceasing production.'' 

"Work alone can create new work; money can¬ 
not create work. Work alone creates values, values 
with which to reward those who work. The work of 
one man makes it possible for another to live and 
continue to work. And when we have mobilized the 
working capacity of our people to its utmost, each 
individual worker will receive more and more of 
the world's goods." 

The success of the Nazi regime in substituting 
a goods standard for the gold standard threatened 
the security of international finance through-out the 
civilized world. The golden shackles, forged origin¬ 
ally by the Jewish Rothschild financial empire, which 
had held the world in bondage for generations were 
seriously weakened. This fact combined with Hitler's 
world wide exposure of the Jewish Race as the 
motivating financial and intellectual force behind 
World Communism spelled the final doom of Nazi 
Germany. The press radio and cinema of every 
nation in Europe and the Americas were geared 
to an unaeasing campaign of vilification and hatred 
against Nazi Germany. All German goods and ship¬ 
ping was boycotted by order of the Jewish million¬ 
aire, Samuel Untermyer, president of the World Jew¬ 
ish Economic Federation. Although the World 
Almanac attests to the fact that fewer than 600,000 
Jews ever lived in Germany, the Jews persisted in 
their monstrous lie that Nazi Germany had cremated

Renaissance Party as set forth in Its official organ, "National 
Renaissance Bulletin," are "devoted to a restoration of the 
American Republic, the preservation of American sovereignty and 
the establishment of an American regime based on the principles 
of racial nationalism and social Justice.” 

The Bureau Is in receipt of information indicating that 
as a result of the recent United States Supreme Court decision 
banning segregation in schools a member of the National Renaissance 
Party was instructed to Incite riots by white students in the 
South. This member was also instructed to contact the Columbians 
to determine whether firearms are available, it is noted that 
the Columbians, a terrorist-type organization, is now defunct and 
has been cited by the Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 
10 ^ 50 . 


In view of the possibility the National Renaissance 
Party may expand its activities, particularly in the South by 3 ' 
affiliation with Ku Klux Klan-type organizations, all offices ^ 
should be alert for any Information Indicating this organization 
is involved in racial disturbances. The New York Office is Office 
of Origin In the captioned matter.
